The  Stage  Society  was  incorporated  on  19th  July,  1904,  exactly  five  years  from  the  date  of  its 
foundation.  The  year  now  concluded  is  interesting,  therefore,  as  the  first  year  of  the  Incorporated 
Society. 

During  the  six  seasons  since  its  foundation,  twenty-five  English  plays  and  fifteen  plays  by 
Continental  Dramatists  have  been  produced.  With  three  exceptions,  these  plays  were  produced 
for  the  first  time  on  the  English  stage. 

The  most  interesting  development  of  the  past  Season  is  the  institution  of  the  Capital  Fund. 
Under  a  Clause  in  the  Articles  dealing  with  the  Application  of  Funds  •'  all  entrance  fees  of  new 
Members,  life  membership  subscriptions,  and  donations  made,  and  sums  bequeathed  to  the  Society 
(except  such  donations  or  bequests  as  shall  be  accompanied  by  directions  to  the  contrary),  together 
with  such  other  sums  as  shall  be  decided  by  the  Society  in  General  Meeting,"  must  be  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  Society's  Capital  Account,  and  the  Council  of  Management  has  no  power, 
without  the  consent  of  Members,  to  devote  these  funds  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  specified 
in  the  Clause  of  the  Memorandum  of  Association  dealing  with  the  leasing  or  erection  and  the 
equipment  of  a  theatre  for  the  use  of  the  Society. 

It  was  further  provided  by  a  Resolution  passed  at  the  final  Meeting  of  the  unincorporated  Society, 
held  on  Monday,  29th  August,  1904,  at  Clifford's  Inn  Hall,  "  that  any  balance  of  funds  remaining 
after  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  this  Meeting,  the  cost  of  printing  and  circulating  the 
Annual  Report,  and  any  other  claims  against  the  Society  that  may  arise,  be  transferred  to  the 
Capital  Account  of  the  Incorporated  Stage  Society;  and  further  that  all  Books,  Furniture  and 
other  property  be  likewise  handed  over  to  the  Incorporated  Stage  Society." 


Under  the  operation  of  the  Clause  dealing  with  the  Application  of  Funds  and  of  the 
Resolution  above  quoted  there  has  been  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Capital  Account  during 
the  season  a  net  sum  of  £ss°- 

THE    PLAYS    OF    THE    SEASON. 

One  hundred  and  forty-nine  plays,  of  which  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  were  by  English 
writers,  and  eighteen  were  English  translations  of  foreign  plays,  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Council  during  the  past  Season,  and  these  have  all  been  duly  read  and  considered. 

Six  plays  have  been  produced.  A  list  of  these  plays  and  of  their  casts  will  be  found  on 
pp.  14,  15  and  16.  The  performances  have  been  given  at  The  Royalty  Theatre,  at  The  Royal  Court 
Theatre  and  at  The  King's  Hall,   Covent  Garden. 

Of  the  two  foreign  plays  produced,  the  first,  "  The  Power  of  Darkness,"  by  Leo  Tolstoy, 
was  translated  by  Louise  and  Aylmer  Mauda.  The  translation  is  published  by  Messrs. 
A.  &  C.  Constable.  The  second,  "Les  Trois  Filles  de  M.  Dupont,"  was  translated  for  the 
Society  by  St.  John  Hankin. 

The  performances  of  "The  Three  Daughters  of  M.  Dupont"  were  given  at  the  King's  Hall, 
Covent  Garden,  a  Licence  for  the  play  having  been  refused  by  the  Censor. 

In  connection  with  the  production  of  "Man  and  Superman"  a  special  arrangement  was  made 
with  Messrs.  Vedrenne  and  Barker,  at  the  Court  Theatre,  by  which  the  play  was  included  in  their 
series  of  Matinees,  the  first  two  performances  being  given  exclusively  for  the  Society.  So  great 
was  the  success  of  this  play  that  the  number  of  Matinees  was  extended,  and  Messrs.  Vedrenne 
and  Barker  now  announce  its  revival  as  one  of  the  features  of  their  Autumn  Season. 

THE  STAGE   SOCIETY   NEWS. 

The  "  Stage  Society  News  "  has  been  issued  throughout  the  season  and  has  continued  to  prove 
a  useful  link  between  the  Council  and  the  Members.  The  "  News "  has  been  controlled  by  a 
Publishing  Committee,  consisting  of  W.  Lee  Mathews,  Mrs.  Bernard  Shaw,  Charles  Strachey, 
and  W.  Hector  Thomson. 

The  attention  of  Members  of  the  Society  who  are  also  authors  is  called  to  the  value  of 
the  "News"  as  a  suitable  medium  for  the  advertisement  of  books.  It  has  had  a  circulation  of 
about  1,300,  a  number  which  will  probably  be  largely  exceeded  during  the  coming  year,  and  its 
readers  may  be  assumed  to  be  specially  interested  in  literature  generally  as  well  as  in  the  drama. 
If  authors  would  point  out  these  facts  to  their  publishers  it  might  lead  during  the  coming  season 
to  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the  paper  and  of  the  resources  of  the  Society. 

THE   ANNUAL   DINNER. 

The  Third  Annual  Dinner  was  held  on  Friday,  14th  April,  at  the  Cafe  Monico,  the 
Right  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Lytton  presiding.  Nearly  three  hundred  Members  and  Guests  were 
present.  The  speakers  included  the  Chairman,  Bernard  Shaw,  Dr.  P.  Chalmers  Mitchell, 
The  Hon.  Mr.  Justice  Darling,  Mrs.  W.  Pember  Reeves,  Sidney  Colvin,  H.  Granville  Barker, 
W.  Lee  Mathews,  and  W.  Hector  Thomson. 

THE  COUNCIL   OF   MANAGEMENT.

FINANCE. 

The  Accounts  for  the  period  from  19th  June,  1904  (the  date  of  incorporation),  to  30th  June,  1905, 
and  the  Auditor's  Report  thereon,  appear  on  pp.  10  and  11.  From  these  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
ordinary  Income  has  amounted  to  £i,S's.o  i6s.  od.  and  the  Expenditure  to  £i,-22^  8s.  4d.,  leaving  a 
balance  of  ;^86  7s.  8d.  It  is  proposed  that  /"50  of  this  balance  should  be  transferred  to  the  Capital 
Fund  and  that  the  remainder,  £^6  7s.  8d.,  should  be  carried  forward  to  next  year.  On  Capital 
Account  the  Receipts,  inclusive  of  the  balance  taken  over  from  the  unincorporated  Society,  have 
amounted  to  ;^486  15s.  2d.  ;  the  Incorporation  and  other  preliminary  Expenses  and  the  cost  of 
Office  Furniture  have  amounted  to  £i2>^  14s.  3d.,  leaving  at  the  credit  of  this  Account  ^350  os.  iid., 
which,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Balance  Sheet,  has  been  invested  in  Consols.  Should  the  proposed 
transfer  from  Revenue  Account  be  sanctioned  by  the  Members  in  General  Meeting,  the  Capital  Fund 
at  the  close  of  the  first  year  of  incorporation  will  amount  to  ^400  os.  iid.,  a  result  which  must  be 
considered  highly  gratifying  and  which  cannot  fail  to  reflect  itself  on  the  usefulness  and  the  influence 
of  the  Society. 

The  Society,  safely  incorporated  and  established  on  a  business-like  footing,  thus  closes  its 
Sixth  Season  with  prospects  more  favourable  than  they  have  ever  been  before,  but  the  Council 
of  Management  will  not  feel  at  liberty  to  propose  any  important  development  until  the  income 
is  sufficient  to  insure  it  against  that  uneasy  feeling  of  living  "  from  hand  to  mouth,"  which  must 
check  the  enterprise  of  all  but  the  most  improvident. 

The  remedy  is  in  the  hands  of  Members ;  for  what  is  required  is  a  substantial  increase  in 
their  numbers.  It  is  true  that  there  are  now  nearly  1,200  Members,  whereas  the  Members  of 
the  old  Society  were  only  a  little  over  600  ;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  great  majority  of 
the  600  subscribed  two  guineas  annually,  and  that  the  subscription  is  now  one  guinea  only,  this 
increase  of  membership  is  less  encouraging  from  a  financial  point  of  view  than  would  appear 
from  a  mere  comparison  of  the  numbers.  And  it  should  be  remembered  that,  with  the  increase, 
there  has  been  a  corresponding  growth  of  expenditure  on  postage,  stationery,  printing,  &c.,  and 
that  the  secretarial  work  has  become  very  much  heavier.  If  every  existing  Member  would  bring 
in  at  least  one  new  Member,  the  Society  would  be  placed  on  a  safer  footing,  and  the  Council 
would  be  enabled  to  face  the  future  with  that  decent  unconcern  as  to  ways  and  means  which 
is,  or  should  be,  possessed  by  the  Governing  Bodies  of  all  incorporated  institutions. 


In  accordance  with  the  Constitution  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  W.  Hector  Thomson,  retires, 
together  with  the  following  Members  of  the  Council : — St.  John  Hankin,  H.  A.  Hertz,  W.  Lee  Mathews, 
Mrs.  W.  P.  Reeves  and  Bernard  Watkin,  but  they  are  eligible  for  re-election.  The  Auditor, 
John   McLaren,   also  retires,   but   is   eligible  for   re-election.

The   Annual   Meeting. 


The  First  Ordinary  General  Meeting  of  The  Incorporated  Stage  Society  (being  thp 
Sixth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  since  its  foundation)  was  held  at  Clifford's  Inn  Hall,  next 
187  Fleet  Street,  on  Wednesday,  26th  July,  1905,  at  5  o'clock  p.m.  Upwards  of  50  Members 
were  present.

First :    That  the   Report  and  Accounts  as  submitted  be  received  and  adopted. 

Second :    That  W.  Hector  Thomson  be  re-elected  Honorary  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Third:  That  St.  John  Hankin,  H.  A.  Hertz,  W.  Lee  Mathews,  Mrs.  W.  P.  Reeves  and 
Bernard  Watkin  be  re-elected  Members  of  the   Council  of   Management  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Fourth :  That  John  McLaren,  Chartered  Accountant,  be  re-elected  Auditor  of  the  Society 
for  the  ensuing   year. 

Fifth  :  That  the  Council  of  Management  shall  consist  of  twenty  Members  (the  maximum 
number  provided  for  in  Article  26  of  the  Constitution),  and  that  the  two  vacancies  thus  remaining 
shall  be  left  to  be  filled  at   the   discretion  of  the    Council.

The  Stage  Society  has,  during  the  seven  seasons  since  its  foundation,  produced  twenty-eight 
English  plays  and  nineteen  plays  by  Continental  Dramatists.

One  hundred  and  eleven  plays,  of  which  ninety-one  were  by  English  writers,  and  twenty  were 
English  translations  of  foreign  plays,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Council  during  the  past  Season 
and  these  have  all  been  duly  read  and  considered. 

Seven  plays  have  been  produced.  A  list  of  these  plays  and  of  their  casts  will  be  found  on 
pp.  14,  15  and  16.  The  performances  have  been  given  at  The  Scala  Theatre  and  at  The  King's 
Hall,  Covent  Garden. 

Of  the  four  foreign  plays  produced,  "  Lady  Inger  of  Ostrat,"  by  Henrik  Ibsen,  was  translated 
by  Charles  Archer;  "  Maternite,"  (Brieux),  by  Mrs.  Bernard  Shaw;  "Midsummer  Fires," 
(Hermann  Sudermann),  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  J.  T.  Grein  ;  and  "  The  Inspector-General,"  (Gogol), 
by  Mr.  Arthur  A.  Sykes. 


The  performances  of  "  Maternite  "  were  given  at  the  King's  Hall,  Covent  Garden,  a  Licence 
for  the  play  having  been  refused  by  the  Censor. 

THE    STAGE    SOCIETY    NEWS. 

The  "  Stage  Society  News  "  has  been  issued  throughout  the  season,  and  has  been  controlled 
by  a  Publishing  Committee  consisting  of  The  Hon.  Everard  Feilding,  Almeric  W.  FitzRoy, 
Mrs.  W.  P.  Reeves,  Sydney  Olivier,  Mrs.  Bernard  Shaw,  Charles  Strachey,  and  W.  Hector 
Thomson. 

The  attention  of  Members  of  the  Society  who  are  also  authors  is  called  to  the  value  of 
the  "  News "  as  a  suitable  medium  for  the  advertisement  of  books.  It  has  had  a  circulation  of 
about  1,400,  and  its  readers  may  be  assumed  to  be  specially  interested  in  literature  generally  as 
well  as  in  the  drama.  If  authors  would  point  out  these  facts  to  their  publishers,  it  might  lead 
during  the  coming  season  to  an  increase  in  the  value  of  the  paper  and  of  the  resources  of  the 
Society.

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FINANCE. 

The  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  30th  June  1906,  and  the  Auditor's  Report  thereon,  appear 
on  pages  10  and  11.  From  these  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ordinary  income  of  the  year 
(iri>5o8  17s.  6d.)  exceeds  the  Expenditure  (;^i,48i  6s.  5d.)  by  £1-1  iis.  id.,  which,  added  to 
the  net  balance  of  £-3,0  i8s.  8d.  brought  forward  from  the  previous  year,  increases  the  balance 
at  the  credit  of  Revenue  Account  to  ^58  gs.  gd.  It  is  proposed  that  £1^  of  this  balance  should 
be  transferred  to  Capital  Account,  and  that  the  remainder,  ^33  9s.  gd.,  should  be  carried  forward 
to  meet  any  losses  on  Membership  subscriptions  still  outstanding. 

The  Entrance  Fees  of  New  Members  (^268  i6s.),  have,  as  required  by  the  Constitution, 
been  credited  to  Capital  Account,  and  after  providing  for  a  further  expenditure  on  office  furniture 
of  £\i  17s.  3d.,  the  balance  at  credit  of  that  Account  amounts  to  ;^655  19s.  8d.  As  will  be  seen 
from  the  Balance  Sheet,  this  balance  is  represented  by  investments  in  Consols  and  New  Zealand 
Government  Stock,  which  yield  an  annual  income  of  £i<^  los.
